Vacta and Figures of Mr. Honniker 
Hcutou'a Proposed Universal 
Cable System. 

Canada's Advantage Therein Manifest 
—Condemnation of the Pres- 
ent Prohibitive Rates. 



Inseparably linked with Mr. .).' Hen- 
nikor Ueaton's pet scheme of an Im- 
perial penny postage is tho cheapening of 
cable unci telegraph messages. He lms 
worked just as earnestly in tho interests 
of the one as he has of the other, and to- 
day his hopes of ultimate success are as 
keen hs tho day ho first pub'icly broached 
his scliomo. He hits fought for it as per- 
sistently, perhaps more persistently, than 
even Charles Bradlautgh fought for his 
seat in tho Imperial Utilise, though not 
meeting with the same personal treat- 
ment as tho groat nth iest. Mr. Hcnniker 
Heaton's convincing logic, li is array of 
facts and figures, and, above all, his 
pleasing, yet commanding, presence, 
have, outsiilo of the merits of his cause, 
won for it tho approval of all thinking 
men arid statesmen. His quiet determina- 
tion and genial manner have made liim 
many friends, while his cause bus made 
him universally known. Therefore, when 
the bold, clear signature of J. Benuiker 
Hcaton appeared on tho Driard register, 
it w!.8 nob difficult to find who bore thai 
name. Mr. Hcaton has been ovor lioro in 
the interests of both bio schemes, but par- 
ticularly in that of the Australian cable, 
connecting with this coast and crossing 
tho continent bv the C.P.E. 

It was not difficult to get him to speak 
on a subject so deeply interesting to him, 
The present rates are prohibitive, ho 
said. It is absurd to talk of federation 
while those hostile tariffs arc maintained. 
On one occasion recently a message from 
Australia to England cost £'1,400. The 
average cost of each telegraphic message 
Jient between these countries in 1885 
was £6. Speaking of the present 
prohibitive rates, ho said : — The break- 
ing down of this monopoly is an indis- 
pensable preliminary to the attainment of 
the full blessings of Imperial federation. 
Until the sense of division and isolation 
lias been made to disappear, any mere 
{taper federation will be a " mere delu- 
sion, a lath painted to look like iron." 
•Some years ago I formed an association 
(afterwards amalgamated with an inde- 
pendent uiio, having the same object) for 
laying a cable from Australia across the 
Piicilic via Fiji, to Vancouver,thero >o be 
connected with the land lino of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway company, which is 
joined to tho cable across the Atlantic to 
Valencia. Sueli a cable, which could 
transmit 10,000.000 words would produce 
a revenue of £500,000, and would pro- 
bably cause ISir John Ponder to cut down 
the Australian rutes by another 50 per 
cent, at least. 

The Canadian Pacific railway con- 
structed at a cost of £48,000,000 has 
brought the uttermost part of Canada, 
Victoria, within almost a fortnight of 
Portsmouth. It has so shortened the 
distance to China and Japan that to reach 
the cast from England tho true path is 
now to go west. It lias made Canada tho 
neighbour to Australia in that great 
series of British possessions which en- 
circles the globo. Tho eastern lino of 
telegraphs terminates in Australia ; the 
western in Victoria ; connect the two, 
and wo at once put an electric girdle 
round the world, and entirely through 
British territory. Hero is the missing 
link in tho great chain of British com- 
munications. 

The technical details of this scheme 1 
will not cater into. I am content to 
take, for the present, the assurance of 
the experts that the plan is feasible. The 
first section would bo from Brisbane or 
Sydney to North Cape, connecting at the 
former with the Australian telegraph sys- 
tem and at the latter with tho telegraph 
system of New Zealand. Tho length of 
this section will be 1,:;00 knots. Fiom 
North Capo to one of tho Fiji Islands. 
1,240 knots, would f rm the .second sec- 
tion. The third section would bo from 
Fiji to Fanning inland, 2,270 knots. 
Then from Fanning Island to one of the 
Sandwich Islands, probably Hawaii, would 
be 1,200 knots. From the Sandwich Is- 
lands to Barclay Sound or Port. San Juan, 
Vancouver Island, would 2,7-"0 knots ; 
and from Barclay Sound, across Vancou- 
ver Island, and the Strait of Georgia, to 
Vancouver city, the terminus of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway and tolograph, 100 
knots — total, 8,000 geographical miles. 
Tho cost is estimated at not less than two 
millions sterling, and the really practical 
question before us r is whether the work 
shall be done by a subsidised private 
company, or should bo carried out as a 
State enterprise by all tho Governments 
interested. An offer has been made to 
construct this cable for a subsidy of £00,000 
a year, but there appears no doubt 
that the cheaper course would ho for the 
various Governments to take up the 
scheme themselves. Those interested 
are Groat Britain, Canada, Hawaii, Fiji, 
New Zealand, Now South Wales, Queens- 
laud, Victoria, Sou h Australia, Western 
Australia. Tasmania and India. Now, a 
private company wants a subsidy of £00,- 
000 a year, and tho total capital required 
is £'2,000,000. The governments would 
raise tho money at 3 per cent., making 
an interest charcro of £60,000 a year. In 
reduction of that amount would bo tho 
Having made by tho governments of being 
able to transmit their own messages free, 
and this amount is estimated at £10,000 
a year, leaving the actual burden on tho 
governments nidy £50,000, or £40,000 
less than asked by tho company. This 
involves I he absorption by tho govern- 
ment of all tho existing Imperial tele- 
graphs, which, at tirst sight soeim a very 
formidable undertaking, but tho diffi- 
pitlty disappears on examinat on, said Mr. 
Eloiiiiiker Hcaton, with that confident 
smile of his. Tho existing companies 
which would beombracod have a capitd 
of £10,500,000, This moans that the 
cost, of the cables must be estimated at 
,'J'J'JO a knot, or about double the price of 
tho laying of entirely new cables. The 
Eastern companies' cables are most ofthoni 
far froin naw, 180 miles of them have 
been submerged lb' years ; 2,400 mile;. 
17 years ; 2,724 miles, 10 years; 1,283 



miles, 11 years. Taking the Eastern 
Extension alone it is found that more 
than half its 12,035 nautical miles of 
cable have been laid from 11 to 17 years. 
It follows therefore that tho governments 
would only be morally bound to take 
over the Eastern Extension lines, and to 
take them at a price at which they couid 
be reconstructed to-day, Tho price 
would bo £2,220,000. Then 1 should 
propose to construct the Pacilic cable at 
at a cost of £2,000,000 ; so that a sum 
of £4,220,000 would bo sufficient to uive 
England an independent route via Can- 
ada, and so compel fair and reasonable 
rates from tho Eastern Extension Com- 
pany. Tho interest upon tho required 
capital of £4,220,000 would be £120,600; 
but the purchase of tho Eastern Exten- 
sion Company's business would extin- 
guish subsidies now paid by the Colonies 
to the amount of £o(i,700 a year, which 
you 3ce reduces the charge to £00,000, 
This is further reduced to £65,000 by the 
oiler of the Hawaian government to 
grant £4,000 u year for tho establishment 
of telegraphic communication with Amer- 
ica. Contrast that sum with the .C00,000 
annual subsidy demanded by tho p-ivate 
company for the construction of the Pacilic 
cable alone. From figures which I could 
readily quote I maintain that if the gov- 
ernments acquired tins cables they would 
have from the very beginning a revenue 
of £300,000 annually even at tho present 
rates. With reduced rates even Sir J. 
Pender thinks that the Imperial tele- 
graphs, taken as a whole, would yield a 
profit of a million a year. The Pacific 
cahle could be made to trausmit 10 mil- 
lion wurds a year, which would give a 
revenue of £o00,000. There are now 
115,000 miles of submarine cables, as 
much us would go round tho world live 
times; and a message can bo sent all 
round the world in twenty m'inu'os. 
These cablescarry a hundred million words 
every year. 

Mr. Hcaton concluded: I have can- 
nonaded officialism all along the lino ; 
now 1 propose to storm the key of the 
position, by establishing a peony ocean 
Dost to Australasia. 1 may be pardoned 
for remarking that some of my ideas on 
these subjects have already prevailed. I 
have had tho pleasure of witnessing the 
diminution of the wasteful subsidies to 
steamship owners by £100,000 a year ; i 
have seen the creation of a parcel post to 
Prance. I have seen the charges remod- 
elled which induced our traders to send 
their samples to be posted from Belgium 
for delivery in England ; ami I 
have scon a partial lowering 
of the Australasian postage. All 
these reforms 1 had strenuously urged 
upon the official mind. So it will be 
with the ocean post. A loss of £30,000 
a year is feared, on tho ground— incred- 
ible as it may appear— that the Australa- 
sians and their friends hero arc not likely 
to write more frequently to one another 
when the rate has been reduced by tive- 
sixths. Yet the same timid officials, as 
you have seen, have boon throwing away 
£100,000 a year on subsidies that were 
not required. Tho Orientals have a j 
proverb that a cat that has once been | 
bitten by a serpent will never afterwards 
approach u piece of rope. It is this 
super abundant feli'ie caution wli'eli ap- 
parently characterises tho ollieial attitude 
in this matter. 



ANNEXATION OK CANADA. 

The Quebec Telegraph Comes Out Squarely 
In Favor 01 It. 

(Orcgonlanl 

(JrrAWA, Sept. 10.— The -'act can be- 
no longer disputed that t.'ie annexation 
question is fast becoming one of the live 
issues of the day. The leading public 
men have not hesitated to call attention 
to the increasing popularity of the move- 
ment for closer trade unci social rclsti»ns 
with tho United States. One of tho 
government organs has come out squarely 
for separation from England. The 
Quebec Telegraph says ; 

If wo are permitted to gauge current 
events in Canada, we think annexation to 
tho United States is making great head- 
way among the people. It is coming, and 
that before long. Sir .John may preach 
all kinds of doctrines ; he may climb 
upon Johnny Hull's back and become tho 
last man on earth to accept tho platform, 
but dollars and cents will bring it about. 
TheMcKinley bill is passed by a large 
majority, and that deals a hard blow to 
tho commerce of Canada. England, we 
are toid, is ready to give up Camilla ami 
Newfoundland as we England. We arc 
positive that at least this part of the 
country would be in a thriving condition, 
if we hail America merged into one gen- 
eral c infedcration. 

A few days ago tho stars and stripes 
were raised over the cut t mi house 
in Montreal, and now they are (lying 
over the grounds of the Toronto exhibi- 
tion, What hi to prevent them being 
raised over the nation at some future 
period f Something must be done, be- 
cause we cannot s'tand this tariff tinker- 
ing any longer. This country is, in plain 
words, going to tho old Nick; and if, at 
tho next general election, reformers do 
not become aware of the situation, we 
will be starved out of existence by the 
United States tariff. England is no'ther 
mother nor friend to us. Wo have 
boon ftVtered hero too much, and 
now is the time when one of her 
grandchildren is here that we should talk 
as plainly as possible of the situation. If 
capitalists of London can buy up great 
stock companies of the United States ; if 
they can place millions of dollars in the 
wild plains of that country ; if they are 
scared to invest a single dollar in Blitish 
securities, then let us annex, so as to se- 
cure their aid and hand. 

The article has caused a decided sensa- 
tion here ivith Government officials, who 
state that suc!i treasonable and seditions 
language should not bj overlooked.

What Has Been Done at Port Angeles During the Last 
Year, and is beine Done at the Present Time, 



A year ago Port Angeles had about 300 inhabitants, now it has 
nearly 2,000. 

It has been incorporated and a Mayor and Council elected. 

The Union Pacific Railroad Company have built a wharf costing 
about 810,000, in Port Angeles. 

There has been a contract let for about Seventy-Five Thousand 
Dollars" worth of street, work in Port Angeles, which is at present 
beina; carried on. 

There has been a franchise granted for Electric Street Railway, 
Electric Light, Public Wharves, and a system of Water Works, all 
of which will he in course of construction within the next sixty days. 

Port Angeles has been made a Port of Eutl'y, and is now open 
to shipping froin all parts of the world. 

On the 20th of the present month the tax-payers of Port. Angeles 
will vote One Hundred Thousand Dollars for building a road from 
Port. Angeles to Quilayute, a distance of forty miles, opening up a 
splendid agricultural country. The county seat of Clallam County 
will be removed to Porl Angeles on the fourth of next November, a 
huge amount having already been subscribed by the citizens of Port 
Angeles for public buildings.

The question of separate schools will 
no doubt bo settled in a quiet and consti- 
tutional way. Tho will of the people has, 
in the Dominion of Canada, quitoas good 
a chance of being carried out as it, has in 
any part of the I tiitei! States. The veto 
power gives Canadians very little disquio- 
tudo. Tho general ( fovornment is learning 
how to uso that power, and there is littlo 
four of tho legislation of any province 
being nullilied by the general govern- 
ment. It must Ik; lvnioni bored that tho 
Governor-General does not use the pro- 
rogativeof the veto as the President of tho 
United .States does, and that a Lieutenant- 
Governor does not take upon himself to 
undo tho work of the provincial legisla- 
ture, an the governor of a state So often 
joes that' of n state legislature. On the 
whole, the Canadians ate well satisfied 
with their constitution, and they think 
t hat they en joy ;i3 much liberty and exer- 
cise as many privileges under it as the 
American peop'o do under theirs. The 
D iminion if, in their ( pinion, in no 
da iger whatever, 



Ireland during the approaching winter 
has been literally exaggera.ed by tho 
Irish agitator. That the future of the

Of what una will ihey be 
then J Meanwhile let .Mr. JWfour drop 
his 'driver' and his 'iron' and hurry 
him to Dublin Castle. " 

The impartial reader of tho party 
papers is tempted to conclude tJi.it the 
men who can think of party squabbles at 
such a time have little pity for the Buffer- 
ings of the people. 



A PROSPECTIVE FAMINE. 



There were unhappily ton pood grounds 
for the reports that were raised tome 
time ago about the distress in Ireland. 
Those reports camo over tho cable, while 
lisli papers wore unaccountably 
isiitsii on the subject. That silence, how- 
ever, kss been broken. Tho report of 
the Irish Laud Commissioners shows that, 
the pobifco crop in ait " f Ireland has 
suflered from the blight, In Ji ,mo dis ' 
frjntB, and those, unfortunately, Ujh poor" 
est', the crop has been wholly destroyed, 
while in others it has been nitird Wc less 
seriously injured. Serious injury t* the 
potato crop in Ireland means famine ko 
some and distress and Buffering bum* of 
starvation to hundreds of thousands, per- 
haps fnillior.s. 

"During the last week in July," the 
report say."., "tho potato crop ail over 
Ireland, with few exceptions, was struck 
by disease. It will be observed that at 
the date at which the present returns 
were sent in the disease, as a rale, affect- 
ed leaves and stalks only, and, to u .slight

WILL CANADA SUFFER? 

It is too soon to say precisely what tho 
McKinley tariff wiil bo when it passes 
through the I louse of Representatives. Tho 
bill will hardly become law as it was voted 
on in tho Senate. It will, no doubt, bo al- 
tered in conferencebut it is nut likely that 
thechangeswill be such as toafi ct Canada. 
The Republican party is evidently deter- 
mined to give a sop to tho fanner. The 
tariff reformers have been lolling Ameri- 
can farmers that the manufacturers r.re 
being protected at their expense, that 
they are in fact the orange which the 
protectionist-! have been sucking all 
along, and that they get no protection in 
return. The farmers are beginning to 
show that they are taking this view, mid 
they have become fur less ardent protec- 
tionists than they were some time ago. 
The Republicans in order to keep them 
in the party are giving them what they 
say is their share of protection. 

The only people that tho American 
farmers can bo protected from are the 
Canadians. Qaitaa large quantity of the 
produce of Canadian farmers has hitherto 
been sold in the United States. It is not 
likely that Canadian competition has af- 
fected, prices in tlio I nitoil St&tos t ) uiiy 
»pp^5Wc extent, !•»?■ th? McKinlo-- 
land' 13 !Hr9Qtetlac«i»jc Canadian douipe- 
tition in order to keep the Otnadian far- 
mer out of tlio American market. The 
American fanner is led to believe that 
when ho has the market all to himself he 
can charge pretty much whathepleases for 
his produce. There are Americans who 
are protectionists, too, who say that agri- 
cultural protection docs not amount to a 
hill of beans, ami that tho McKinley 
tariff will not benefit the American far- 
mer in the very least. It will soon be 
seen whether tho politicians or the busi- 



hend. At tiny rate, the loss, if there is 
loss, will have to be borne, and it will no 
doubt lie borne cheerfully. Canadians 
will have to convince the Americans once 
more that they are not dependent for ox- 
istenco on trade with tho United States. 
That they will do it and in a way that 
will surprise their neighbors ive have not 
the least doubt.

CAN'T WIN ALWAYS. 

A Combination of (Joloreil Uorstuuii About 
'• Broke." 

Nkw Yoitic, Sept. 10.— The culubmtod 
"c >lored trust" is broken. It was §600,- 
000 stron ; on the 4th of July, and Hat 
broko on .September 15. In just one 
.month and a half the sum. named was 
dumped into the coffers of tho bookmak- 
ers at Monmouth Park and Sheepahcad 
Bay by a secret coterie of six colored 
men, who are fatuous as horsemen wher- 
ever running horses are bred and raced. 
The colored trust was formed by Billy 
Walker, 0. A. Jordan, Andy Thompson, 
Patou Clay, John Car or and S mi Won- 
nelL They owned a stables^ of the 
beat bred horses on tho turf, among them 
being Ruporta, a two- year-old; Fron- 
toutic, Parlset, Foxmedo and Silver 
Prince. The history of the "colored 
trust" dates from Aug. 20, 1839. It was 
tho opening day at M orris park; 20,000 
people were present. There were ninety 
bookmakers in the ring with mils 
amounting to i?l!(j0,00(). The money 
turned in to tho boxes by the people was 
$250,000 more, and the trust determined 
to get tis much of this as possible on their 
ctpital, $000. That night they counted 
out §42,000 as tho result of their day's 
Bport, not counting the stake WOll by 
Ruperta, which waa §3,515, or tho sweep- 
stake won by Eroiitemie,. which was about 
81,100, They secured the co-operation 
of a clover whiio man, who placed their 
money and his own, aud their winnings 
mounted up until this disastrous season. 
There are no victories for the "trust" 
now. They have a few horses left, but 
these will soon be Bold, and probably 
money thus obtained will be played 
against hooks to give the " combino " a 
fresh start.

A LESSON FOR SEAMEN- 

Collector Milne Condemns insubordination on 
the .Sealing Schooners. 

In disponing of tho case of the rebellious 
hunters of the Ocean Belle, Collector Milne 
took occasion to give the men a little father, 
ly advice. He explained thut' in their ease 
Capt. Steward bad complied with every 
regulation — entering tho exact particulars 
of tho affair in the ship's log. He hud 
therefore all the law on his side. Sailors 
should not imagine that when they were 
afloat aboard a sou-going vessel, for scalers 
were not hoine-trudlng ships, that they 
could do as they chose. The captain 
was in charge of tbo schooner, which repre- 
sented $10,000 or §15,000, and property 
rights under the law would be protected. 
7fe thought that Capt. Steward was acting 
u lUSUally well in bis offer to settle the ease, 
and advised the men to accept it at once. 
If they did not they would have to obtain 
their wages by suit, and their captain might 
then prosecute them and procure them a 
term of imprisonment for refusing duty. 

The men took a few minutes to consider 
the Collector's remarks, and then announced 
that they would accept Capt. Sieward's 
oiler, which was lo deduct a line of 830 from 
the wages of the ringleader, and $10 from 
each of tho others. The settlement, of this 
case creates a good precedent, which sealing 
men say will be very valu ible in dealing 
with similar disputes which may arise in 
the future.

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BRITISH COLUMBIA'S EXHIBIT. 

How Tills Province is liepresonted ut the Tor- 
onto Industrial imposition— A Mug- 
niflcent Showing. 

(From The Empire.) 
One of the most interesting features of 
tho oponing yesterday at the fair grounds 
was tho British Columbia exhibit, to which 
tho public was admitted in tho afternoon. 
The decorations and general display are 
on a much more olaborato scale than 
heretofore. A large collection of min- 
erals, fossils, Indian curios, photographic 
viows, etc., were nob yet put in display, 
but tho fruits, vegetables, natural history 
specimens, grains, manufactures, canned 
salmon and other characteristic products 
of British Columbia wore full in view. 
Tho decorations consist of native foliage 
of that Province— cedar, and hemlock 
boughs, ferns, musses, trailing vines, etc,, 
deer heads, and a liberal supply of red, 
white and blue bunting and fl'igs. In the 
centre of tho building is a pyramid of 
magnificent fruits, principally in preserv- 
ing fluids bottled, tho richness and size 
of which strike tho visitor as being raised 
in a country peculiarly adapted for horti- 
culture. Tho two bottom rows of the 
pyramid are made up of a variety of roots 
—potatoes, turnips, beets, parsnips' and so 
on—which thej ontloma 1 in ehargcinfoi mo 1 
tho Empire were little oyer half matured, 
inspiring a curiosity to know what the 
full-grown article would belike. Specially 
remarkable was tho collection of small 
fruits, of which B. C. is said to be the 
homo. Tho plums are particularly line, 
and seem to be wholly indigenous to the 
soil and climate of their nativity. The 
apples are mainly of the late fall and 
winter varieties, and have not yet attained 
their maturity,but are surprisingly healthy 
looking. Some of tin peas, beans and 
rhubarb partook of the same featuro ■ f 
surprise as to growth. In tin rear of tl e 
building, tastefully arranged, is a strikinv 
collection of birds and animals of Briti li 
Columbia, containing all the princi, al 
kinds and varieties. Those nearly an 
belong to the collection of .1. C. Hender- 
son, Chilli w hick, and are valued at about 
g 1,000, The other contributors to this 
collection are: Alessrs. Louis Vienen, 
Fmdliy McLennan and .1. Summers, 
Vanc'tivei , t he city of Now Westminster, 
William Vieuetl (known as Dutch Bill in 
British Columbia, and a former partner 
of the present minister of the interior 
;n ill- early days) and John 
Whelao, Minor House. Vancouver. The 
a inials include mountain sheep, goats 
and lions, lynx, wolves, seal, beaver, 
beai. d»or, etc., while among the birJs 
are every variety of wild duck in the pro- 
vince, ogles, bitterns, swans, owls, luons 
anil it number of the smaller bird?, alto- 
gether very interesting and rare. Among 
the special features of tho exhibit which 
tend to illustrate the extraordinarinoss of 
growth on tho Pacific coast may be men- 
tioned : Raspberry canes 12 feet lung, 
grown in the garden of G. W. Henry, 
Port Hammond ; huckleberry bushes, 
red and blue, l(i feet high ; one year's 
growth of maple, 12 feet ; 4,000 grains o" 
wheat, from a single grain of wheat --10 
stalks in all — grown by W. Woodward, 
Nicola ; another with 2,000 grains, grown 
by R. T. Robill'on, Vancouver ; wheat 7 
feet long, timothy 8 feet, grasses Hi feet, 
52 varieties of grasses from the Jubilee 
Farm, Delta ; largo sections of trees (i 
foot in diameter ; sawn boards l feet 
wide, and sunflowers several feet in cir- 
cumference. In natural woods the Royal 
City Planing mills send beautiful speci- 
mens of doors in cedar, fir and spruce, 
and a handsome mantel of maple in oil 
finish, proving those to be excellent 
timbers for all kinds of finishing and or- 
namental work". The coal of Vancouver 
Island is well represented in some half 
dozen pieces, weighing about half a ton 
each, and piled in front of the building. 
These were sent by the Yew Vancouver 
Coal company, Nanairao, whose mines 
have a daily output of about 2,000 tons. 
The grains and grasses are not the least 
oxtia irdinary of the show, exceeding in 
size, quality and yield anything to lie 
BBOri on the grounds. Though British 
Columbia is generally regarded as not an 
agricultural country, its products cer- 
tainly show this to be a mistake. Mr. 
Gosnell informed the Empire that it has 
loth area and capabilities equal to any 
other province in Canada, the prairies 
excepted. Wheat is shown of excellent 
milling cjualitty, and yielding from 50 to 
75 bushels per acre, and oats weighing 
DO lbs. to the bushel and yielding over 
100 bushels to the acre. Grasses are 
quite equal in results. The collection of 
minerals is the Ingest yet brought down 
from the province, and contains about 
o,0U0 lbs. of ore, the major portion com- 
ing from West Kootenay, prepared 
under direction of the Provincial Govern- 
ment and collected by government officials. 
These I nter ores are galena, bearing sil- 
ver, and some of the specimens weigh 50 
pound 1 . Tho others are from various 
part3 of the province. The exhibit, when 
•completed, will justify more extended no- 
tice. There are three cases of Fraser 
river canned salmon, sent by E. Wadham, 
New Westminster, very fine in quality. 
Mayor Hilbert, of Nanaiino, interested 
himself largely in a collection from that 
city, which includes varied specimens 
from that place. There is a big assort- 
ment of fossils, Indian curios, stones, 
clays, photographic views, and odds and 
ends of various kinds. One of these is a 
curious relic in the shape of a chain and 
rope oil' the Beaver, the first steamer that 
sailed on the Paeilic Ocean, and now ly- 
ing wrecked in the narrows of Burrard 
Inlet. In the fruits, by far the largest 
exhibitor is .Mr. Ct. W. Henry, of fort 
Hammond, whose display includes ovei 
Sip specimens of the choicest kinds grown 
by him. Tho next is the Delta Agricul- 
tural Society, representing one of the lin- 
eal agricultural section., of the province.

ALASKA SALMON' CANNERIES. 

Tblll rolat a Drill Failure This Ycar-Tlie 
Electra's Predicament. 

(S, F. A! n.) 
Three salmon vessels arrived yesterday, 
the bark Electra, from Nualiagak r ver, 
25 days, the schooner Frances Alice, li! 
days from Karluk, and tho schooner 
Louis, 15 days from Thin Point. The 
first mentioned has 29, 000 cases of salmon 
to the Nusluigak Canning company, tiie 
Louis, 7, 500 cases and 250 barrels to the 
Central Alaska company, aud the Francos 
Alice 800 barrels salmon to the Behring's 
company. Captain (J. Swanson, of tlio 
Electra, reports that on August 1st a sad 
accident occurred, while lying in the 
Nushagak river. Sivert Johansen, a 
Norwegian sailor, got capsized from a 
boat and was drowned before assis- 
tance could be rendered. Johansen 
was twenty-four years of uge, and 
a native of Bergen, Norway. Th-.' 
Electra got into a rather uncomfortable 
position outside the Heads just previous 
to her arrival. She got close in shore 
and the wind died away. Signals of dis- 
tress were made and the lookout at Point 
Reyes telegraphed for assistance. The 
tug Sea Queen and Relief started fo her 
assistance. The red-funnel boat got a 
good start, and although the Relief made 
a leave attempt to get there first it was 
a futile one, aud the Sea Queen " In aked 
on " to the Electra and towed her in 
safety. Louis Sloss, speaking yesterday 
of the matter, said great praise was due 
Captain VY. L. Loqk, of tho Po : nt Reyes 
light station, who went many miles out. 
of his way to find out what was wrong 
with the Electra, and then, taking a man 
ashore, did everything in bis power to 
place him in communication with the 
city. 

As may be seen from the cargo of 1 1 i l- 
Louise, the Thin Point Cannery, owned 
by the Central Alaska Company, is very 
much of a f lilure. Mayor E. 1>. Pond, 
Stephen T. Cage and other well-known 
citizens at e interested in this concern. 
Captain M. White, of the Louise, was 
general manager of tho cannery there, it 
is said that some -10,000 cases of salmon 
were guaranteed for this year. Last year 
the pack Wus 1,700 oases, involving a loss 
to the company of probably §75,000. The 
cannery was moved to i s present po- 
sition, but a pack of only 7,5110 cases will 
not begin to pay expenses. There is said 
to be a heavy loss to the company this 
year, but, of course, tho exact amonut 
cannot be given with any certainty. Ed- 
ward Pond, son of Mayor Pond, who has 
been storekeeper at Tin Point, came down 
on the Electra, and also uiio canning 
crew and fishermen.
